erect, when taking his meals. A recutn 
bent position is one cause, the doctor 
say, of infant mortality. If his head ia 
allowed to be lower than hia body, as i 
frequently is when he is fed from a bot- 
tle, there is danger of strangulation.—

TROOBLK FOB HARRISON. 


The Harrison organs East have been 


doing all in thoir power to kill off Sec- 
retary Blaine. The Court Journal edi- 
ted, or at least owned, by young Harri- 
son, the President's son, pictured the 
Maine statesman as a negro thief, under 
cover of night, trying to steal the Presi- 
dential nomination, but was prevented 
from doing so by a padlock labelled 
" Harrison." Then the organs through- 
oat the country represented the " man 
from Maine " as being on the verge of 
the grave with an incurable disease, and 
finally did all in their power to create 
the impression that Blaine was under 
promise, made for a place in the Cabinet, 
to use his influence to secure the renom- 
ination for Harrison. 


Notwithstanding all these artifices to 


create public sentiment for the occupant 
of tlie White House the friends of Blaine, 
who are on the alert, seem determined 
to keep Harrison on the anxious seat. 
Their first open declaration of war has 
been made in Crawford county, Pennsyl 
vania. This is the home of Chairman 
Andrews of the Republican State Com 
miltee. The County Convention which 
met at Meadville a few days ago declared 
for Blaine for President in 1892. 
This 


is significant as Andrews is a close frienc 
of Senator Quay, the great Pennsylvania 
political boss. Quay is out with Har- 
rison and while he has not any great 
love for Blaine, his hatred of the Prosi 
dent might induce him to send an antl 
Harrison delegation to the National 
Convention next year. 


It does not follow, even with Pennsyl 


vania against him, that Harrison will be 
defeated for a renomination, but the Cue 
that the Blaine men are active, wil 
cause him more or less uneasiness, anc 
make his slumbers les? peaceful than 
they otherwise would bo. He has usec 
tha whole influoi'CO of the Government 
and taking into consideration that he 
has the appointment, of one hundred 
thousand office holders, that is consider 
able, to secure a. ronomination, as his 
greatest ambition is to succeed himself 
and any movement on the pirt of prom 
inent political manipulators, that is cal- 
culated to forward the claims of other 
candidates, especially Blaine, whom he 
fears, as the devil does holy water, an- 
noys him exceedingly. 


THE AL.LIANUR AGGRESSIVE. 


The county organizations of the Farm- 


ers' Alliance in Kansas are adopting res- 
olutions requesting the President of the 
Alliance to call a convention of the peo- 
ple immediately for the purpose of pe- 
titioning the President of ihe United 
Slates to convene Congress in extra ses- 
sion, to pass a law to issue legal tender 
Treasury notes and loan Ilium to the 
people at a low rate of interest. The 
Alliance people 
say 
that the 
loan 


companies and banks refuse to loan any 
more money in Kansas and they must 
look to the General Government for re- 
lief. 


There is not the least probability of 


the wishes of the Alliance being com- 
plied with. The Presideet would not be 
likely to call an extra session of Con- 
gress if every member of the Alliance 
in and out of Kansas should petition him 
to do so. Moreover lie would not rec- 
ommend the enactment of a law to issue 
Treasury notes to farmers at a low rate 
ot interest, and as Congress, if convened 
in extra session, could only legislate on 
matters designated in the proclamation 
no relief would bo afforded the farmers. 


The Alliance in Kansas, elated by its 


success, is asking too, that all indebted- 
ness be cancelled by act of Congress, 
and the people given a now start. That 
is what the Advocate, one of the princi- 
pal organs of 
the Kansas Alliance, 


wants. It is true tho Alliance does not 
make such a demaad as a body, but some 
of the newspapers and members of the 
party favor it. 
This is anarchism, pure 


and unadulterated, yet the men who 
favor it, less than three short years ago, 
when Kansas rolled up 80,000 majority 
for Harrison, endorsed every principle 
now being carried out by the Adminis- 
tration. 


Young Colvln Dead.

OAKLAND, Angnst 8.—B. S. Oolvin. the 


stenographer and editor of a small weekly 
paper, who wss shot by John G. Howell 
ast Monday, died this afternoon from 
heart fail ore, an important sympathetic 
nerve having been severed by one of the 
five ahots which took effect in bis body. 
Tho shooting was due to the manner in 
which Col fin forced his attentions upon 
Howell's daughter, who ia a teacher in one 
of the public schools, and references aqd 
allusions concerning her and other mem- 
bers of the family, which appeared in Col- 
Tin's paper. 


Oolvin made another ante-mottem state- 


ment jutt before death, in which he re- 
lated the circumstances of the shooting, 
and reiterated his former statements that 
he was unarmed and made no threats, bat 
was desirous of peaceably settling bis 
trouble with Hqwell. 
The latter appears 


aneonceraed and refuses to, talk abont the 
matter. 


A writ of habeas corpus on behalf of 


Ferris E. Maxwell, who was with Colvin at 
the lime of the shooting, bat who did not 
make any attempt to save Colvin's life, was 
dismissed by Judge Green this morning as 
the complaint had been sworn to by Oolvin 
charging Maxwell with being an accessory 
before the fact, and a warrant had been is- 
sued. The arraignment of Maxwell and 
Howell will take place Monday. 


Kansas farmers Demand Belief and Re- 


forms.

TOPSKA, August 8.—The Farmers' Alli- 


ance in E'k county has adopted a lengthy 
set of resolutions setting forth the griev- 
ances of the farmers, and asking the Pres- 
ident of the State Union to immediately 
call a convention of the people for the pur- 
pose of petitioning the President of the 
United States to call an extra session of 
Congress to pass a law whereby 
the 


United States can iaaue legal tender treas- 
ury notes in the amount needed and loan 
them to the people at a low rate of interest, 
the loan to be secured by laud, thus re- 
lieving the farmers frox the grasp of 
money monopolists. They also want a lav 
making everything that circulates as money' 
and all interest-bearing bonds taxable, so 
that many of the luxuries of the wealthy 
may boar equally the burden of the fainter; 
urther, that any man holding an interest 
n any railroad or rldtng on passes be ineli- 
gible to legislative, executive or judicial 
offices.

THAT MINT BILL OF 1873. 


Senator Stewart's Reply 


Stricture*. 


to the Vogt'a 


apecltl Washington correspondent 


Senator Stewart has written the lollow- 


tog reply to strictures recent); made by 
the Evening Post upon one of his articles 
in the Telegram : 


To the Editor of the Evening Post: — 


Will yon allow roe space in your columns to 
answer a peraonal attack on myself vrhioh 
appears in the Post of July 23, and which 
reads as follows: 


A letter signed "William M. Stewart" 


(Senator from Nevada) is copied from a 
New York evening paper into the columns 
of the Stiver Dollar, the organ of the sil- 
ver party, publish ed at Cleveland, Ohio. 
This letter has rather more than Mr. 
Stewart's usual assortment of mendacity. 
It will be recalled that Stewart repeated 
for the hundredth time the old falsehood 
that the coinage Act of 1873 was carried 
through Congress by stealth and fraud, 
and that the wloked Aot was mainly the 
work of Senator Sherman. 
Mr. Sherman 


was sufficiently goaded by this charge to 
make an elaborate reply, showing its fal- 
sity. Among other things which he proved 
from the record was that Stewart himself 
voted for the Coinage Aot of 1873, while 
he (Sherman) voted agains; it. Even that 
punishment has not prevented Stewart 
from repeating the charge in a modified 


way. 
He says now that "the silver dollar 


was omitted from the Mint Aot of 1873 
without the knowledge or '.consent of the 
American people." 
Was it also without 


the knowledge and consent of Senator 
Stewart of Nevada? Is he in the habit of 
voting for bills without his own knowledge 
or consent? 


I hardly think that Mr. Sherman will 


thank the r oat for repeating the question 
so often discussed in the Senate as to the 
manner in which the mint bill or Coinage 
Aot of 1873 was passed through the Senate. 
It is not true, as stated in your editorial, 
that I voted for that bili and Mr. Sherman 
againit it, or that Mr. Sherman was able 
to ref ate any statement I ever made with 
regard to the unfortunate legislation which 
demonetized silver. It is true that I voted 
for another bill introduced by him on a 
previous oocaeion and he voted against it, 
bat it was not the coinage bill of 1873. 
It 


was a coinage bill, however, and it was dis- 
cussed in the Senate January 0 nnd 10, 
1371. 
Some ot the discussion on that oc- 


casion was as to salaries of officers and 
other minor matters. 
But the principal 


controversy arose on the following amend- 
ment offered by the Senator from Ohio: 


"For coinage, whether the gold and sil- 


ver deposited be coined or cast into bars or 
Ingots, in addition to the charge for refin- 
ing or parting the metals, three-tenths of 
one per cent." — Congressional Globe, 
1870-71, part 1, third session, Forty-firat 
Congress, page 368. 


WHAT WAS PAID. 


This amendment was resitted by many 


Senators on the ground that it would dis- 
courage coinage in this country by impos- 
ing a charge which was not made in Eng- 
land or France. 
It was contended that 


free coinage in Europe and a mint charge 
In this country would encourage export of 
bullion and discourage coinage at home., 
After a very lively discussion Mr. Sher- 
man's amendment was defeated on the 
yeas and nays being called. 
He then 


abandoned the bill, and called the yeas and 
nays on its passage, he voting in the nega- 
tive, I in the affirmative. Not one word 
was mentioned in the discussion of that 
bill in the Senate with regard to a change 
in the coinage laws ot the United States, 
or the omission of the silver dollar from 
the lists ot coins. 
On the contrary, the 


very amendment over which the whole 
controversy arose with regard to the bill, 
assumed that silver, equally with gold, 
could be deposited for coinage. 
It is very 


probable that Mr. Sherman himself was 
not aware ot the omission of the silver dol- 
lar from the bili of 1870, because it was 
not drawn by him, but by John J. Knot, 
then the Comptroller of tho Currency. 
If 


he had been aware that the bill omitted the 
silver dollar, and that no silver oould be 
deposited for coinage under its provisions, 
he certainly would not have offered an 
amendment providing for a charge for 
coinage of silver to be deposited when 
none could be deposited for that purpose. 
The fact that Mr. Sherman offered an 
amendment imposing a mint charge on the 
eoinaga ot silver, and insisted upon such 
charge through a long debate, and aban- 
doned the bill when the Senate refused to 
adopt bis amendment, can only bo ac- 
counted for on the supposition that Mr. 
Sherman himself had overlooked the omis- 
sion of the silver dollar in the bill. To 
contend otherwise would be equivalent to 
charging Mr. Sherman with misconduct 
and an attempted deceive the Senate. 


The allusion to the bill of 1870 by Mr. 


Sherman in his debate with me in the Sen- 
a'e, so fur from punishing me, as alleged in 
your editorial, was unfortunate tor him, 
because it disclosed the fact that a similar 
bill to the Coinage Act of 1873 bad pre- 
viously been considered in the Senate, 
and that it had been assumed by him and 
other Senators in the debate, without a 
suggestion to the contrary, that both gold 
and silver were to be coined. Such aa- 


sumption, and the absence of any sugges- 
tion of a change in the coinage law in the 
debate of 1871 were additional evidence 
that the work ol Mr. Knos, in eliminating 
the silver dollar in his codification ot the 
mint laws, had been entirely overlooked in 
1870-71. or that the person having charge 
of the bill had some design which be did 
not disclose to the Senate. 


A TAME OBABOB. 


But the charge in the Post is that I 


voted for and Mr. Sherman against the 
Coinage Aot ot 1873. 
The charge is abso- 


lutely false. 
The yeas and nays were not 


called on the passage of that bill, bat it 
passed by unanim&us consent. 
Most of 


the discussion was as to minor details. 
But during the discussion Mr. Ca-serly of 
California objected to the omission on the 
silver dollar and other coins of the eagle 
and the substitution of the weight and 
fineness therefor, to whioh Mr. Stewart re- 
plied: 


"If the Senator will allow me, he will see 


that the preceding section provides for coin 
which ia exactly interchangeable with the 
flvo-frano piece of France; that ia, a flve- 
frane piece of France will be the exact 
equivalent of a dollar of the United States 
in our silver coinage; and in order to show 
this wherever our silver coin shall float— 
and we are providing that it shall float all 
over the world—we propose to stamp upon 
it, instead of our eagle, which foreigners 
may not understand, and whieb they may 
not distinguish from a bnzzjtrd or some 
other bird, the intrinsic fineness and 
weight 
ol 
the 
coin."—Congressional 


Globe, 1872-73, part 1, third session, 
Forty-second Congress, page 872. 


After this statement ot the Chairman of 


the committee, and without one word to 
the contrary appearing in the debate as re- 
corded in the Congressional Globe, the bill 
passed. 
Bat fortunately the preceding 


section referred to by Mr. Sherman as con- 
taining the silver dollar which was to 
"float all over the world" did not appear 
in the statute. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE BILL. 


The preceding section to which Mr. 


Sherman referred was Section 16 of the 
House bill. 
The proposed amendment to 


that section which omitted the sliver dollar 
now appears on the statute book. 
All the 


other amendments to the bill were read 
seriatim and acted upou in the Senate in 
the usual manuer. 
But the substitute for 


Section 16, which is now the law, and 
which eliminated the silver dollar from our 
list of coins, was neither read nor com- 
mented upon in the Senate, 
Why the 


amendment to Section 16 was not called to 
ine attention of the Senate for action has 
never been explained. Nor has it been ex- 
plained why Mr. Sherman proposed, after 
Section IS had been passed and Section 19 
was under consideration, an amendment 
providing for the inscription of the weight 
and fineness upon the reverse side of the 
silver dollar, the exact equivalent of the 
five-franc piece, if such silver dollar bad 
been previously omitted by the adoption of 
the substitute of Section 1C. It has never 
been explained by Mr. Sherman or any one 
else why he (Mr. Sherman) declared in the 
discussion of an amendment to Section 19 
that the bill contained a silver dollar the 
exact equivalent ot the five-franc piece, 
which was intended to "float all over the 
world," it the substitute for Section 16 had 
been adopted. 
Nor boa it been explained 


by any one why Mr. Sherman referred 
Senator Casserly to a preceding section 
which contained a dollar the exact equiva- 
lent of the five-franc piece, if Section 16 had 
already been stricken ont and the dollar 
omitted. 


What right has Mr. Sherman or his de- 


fenders to accuse Senators of voting to de- 
monetize silver who allowed the bill to pass 
without objection upon his statement so 
explicitly made that a silver dollar was 
contained in the bill which was intended 
to "float all over the world?" If the de- 
monetization ot ailver was secured under 
the management ot Mr. Sherman, alter full 
consideration and public discussion, is it 
not a litMe remarkable that during all the 
discussion, for the last fifteen years, in and 
out of Congress, au to the manner ot the 
passage ot the Coinage Act, demonetizing 
silver, that no Senator or Representative 
who was a member ol either House at the 
time of the passage of the bill, except Mr. 
Sherman, has come forward and said pub- 
licly, that he knew at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Act of 1873 that silver was de- 
monetized in the coinage Aot of 1873? Is 
it not a little remarkable that among those 
who have borne testimony to the fact .that 
they knew nothing of the transaction at 
the time we find the following names:— 
Presidents Grant and Garfield, Senators 
Bogy, Conklin, Allison, Blaine, Voorhees, 
Beck, Hereford and Howe, Representa- 
tives Holman, Cannon, Kelly and Bur- 
chard? 


'it HOT THIS STBANOl? 


Let it be borne in mind that President 


Grant signed the bill demonetizing silver 
on February 12, 1873, and that in January, 


1875, 
he signed the Specie Resumption 


Aot, 
and returned it to the Senate with 


the recommendation that two or more 
mints be constructed to coin silver dollars, 
to provide for the resumption of specie 
payments in 1879, the date fixed for snob 
resumption. If the demonetization of sil- 
ver had been publicly known ia it tiot 
strange that the President ot the United 
States, who signed the bill, should have 
been ignorant of the fact? It must also be 
borne in mind that the Senators and mem- 
bers, whose names are given above, and 
whose declarations tbut they knew nothing 
ot the demonetieation of silver in the Coin- 
age Aot of 1873, are recorded, were at that 
time the loaders in the two Houses of Con- 
gress.

all the evidence in the case, can avoid the 
conclusion that the demonetization of sil- 
ver in the Mint Act of 1873 was the result 
ot accident, ignorance, mistake or fraud— 
accident, if the reading clerk inadvertently 
passed over Section 16 of the House bill 
without reading the substitute therefor, 
and subsequently mnrked the substitute 
"agreed to" without any action of the Sen- 
ate thereon; mistake, if the Chairman ot 
the committee supposed that the bill con- 
tained a provision for a silver dollar the 
exact equivalent of the five-franc piece to' 
"float all over the world" and so informed 
the Senate, when in fact the bill contained 
no suoh provision; ignorance, if the Chair 
man of the committee did not know that 
the omission of the silver dollar from the 
list of coins would make any material 
change in the coinage laws of tha United 
States, and therefore did not think the mat- 
ter of sufficient importance to call it to the 
attention of the Senate; fraud, if any per- 
person knowingly or wilfully concealed 
from the Senate the intention to deinooe 
tize silver, whether such concealment was 
effected by acts of omission of duty or af- 
firmative acts designed to mislead. 


On Jane 5,1890, a full debate as to how 


silver was demonetized by the Coinage Aot 
of 1873 occurred between Senator Sherman 
and myself in the Senate ot the United 
States.. On that occasion I printed in the 
Congressional Record the Mint bill of 1873 
aa it came from the House to the Senate 
the amendments proposed by Mr. Sherman 
the Chairman of the Committee on Fi- 
nance; the debate and proceedings in the 
Senate, as recorded in the Congressiono 
Globe; the report o( the Conference Com 
mittee and the action of the Senate there 
on. Any person desiring to verify m; 
statements, and to make a thorough inves 
tigatiou of the facts relating to the passage 
of the Coinage Act ef 1873, will find in 
print a full copy of the documents abov 
mentioned in the Congressional Record o 
the Fifty-First Congress, first session, vol 
ume 21, part 6, page 5,622. I defy any 
one to point out a sentence or suggestion 
in the Congressional Globe, during all the 
time the Coinage or Mint Aot ot 1873 o 
any other coinage or mint bill was unde 
consideration in tha Senate, intimating any 
purpose or intention to omit the silver dol 
tar from the list of coins or in any way t< 
limit or restrict the coinage of silver.

the great mass of the people who were de 
prived of the money of the Constitutio 
and their property ruinously depreciate 
by the contraction of the money ot tb 
commercial world to the limited gold stan 
dard? If the advocates of the gold stand 
ard are beneficiaries ot the mysteriou 
elimination of the ailver dollar in the Coin 
age Act ot 1873, why is it not in order to 
them to explain that legislation, and mak 
it manifest that it was not through the;

eading members of the two Houses of 
Congress, who have given public testimony 
with regard to the matter, that I knew 
nothing of the provision in the Mint bill, 
which demonetized 'silver, for mora than 
wo years after the passage of the ant. 
Any man who states to the contrary tells a 
deliberate falsehood. 


I farther state that neither by act or deed 


have I become an accessory, after the fact, 
o the crime which demonetized silver, bat 
iave labored incessantly for many years to 
right the great wrong which the possesaorB 
t fixed capital inflicted upon the people 
by the act ot 1873. '
